Ohio Mental 
Aide Training 
Plan Stressed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP! — How 
will Ohio find enough trained per­ 
sons to man the new mental in­ 
stitutions it is building** 
Dr, Robert A 
Haines, director 
of the Division of Mental Hygiene 
and Correction, says it would he 
nearly impossible to staff new hos­ 
pitals just by recruiting persons. 
“Competition among the states 
for psychiatrists and other profes­ 
sional personnel has become very 
keen,” he commented. “So our 
training programs for professional 
personnel b e c o m e increasingly 
more important ” 
There 
now are 66 physicians 
training in psychiatry at psychiat­ 
ric institutes in Ohio. One year 
ago the figure was 40. Of 20 others 
who completed their training. 17 
elected to stay in Ohio s mental 
hygiene system. 
V*e are confident that this pro­ 
gram will provide an increasing 
number of psychiatrists for the 
system in the years ahead,” Dr. 
Haines said 
He added that about 1.800 young 
women are in the affiliated student 
nurse 
program, 
compared 
with 
I..500 two years ago The program 
provides most of the registered 
nurses for state hospitals. 
Attendants, after training, are 
being u p g r a d e d to psychiatric 
aides. About 700 will get training 
this year, compared with 400 two 
years ago.

have produced in many quarters 
a totalitarian atmosphere in which 
members dare not challenge th# 
policies of their leaders.” 
3. “ Freedom of choice . * . would 
he restored so that th# vol 'es of 
dissenting rn i n o r 1 1 i e s in labor 
unions would not be stifled. ’ 
4. “The predicted wrecking of 
organized labor 
has not occurred 
in states which have adopted sim ­ 
ilar legislation. 
5 “A renewed measure of con­ 
trol over union leadership . . . 
could well mean the beginning of 
the end of hoodlumism* and total­ 
itarianism among labor leader* ” 
Biskop Warner emphasized that 
only the general conference of th# 
Methodist Church can speak for 
the church as a whole.
